BIENJ2R (7),tho man who handled secret accounts In goflndua during the war, 
worked for the motor factory in J^adrid for soa&o time, but was later dropped 
by BlH}iHABDT - reason unknowi. 

5, A new office at Joea Antonio 42 or t6. biHfJHAilDT opened this office 
about the itiddle of -lepteabor. Source does not know what the purpose of 

this coinpany is, bat aaid It was possibly a money lending business. Last 
year (1947) BlffiUKAHDT was operating a money lending busire as on the Calls 
Zurbano, whore he loaned isoney at a very high rate of interest. 

6, A Boao factory at jlaliano la the Ihrovince of aantandey* . CEffiiTJAIiDT 
provided all the capital. Doctor X05X, a former teacher of the Colegio Alaaan 
in Uadrld, is manager and persona de cooflanza in this undertaking. 

7, B£ft;.HAiJ)T is believed to have recently purchased a big finct scateiwhere 
near Hbdrld. Bourco does nob know at all if this la true. BETilHMlDT is known 
to. have a finca in Denla, near Valencia, which includes a large orange grove, 
and owns etill another finca, location unknown. 

8, Secret funds left BEth'iHAiaiT^B cu3tod.Y . Source states that 
Hens Thomson, Nazi Party Chief In Spain, vsho was repatriated at the end of 
the war, turned over to ULHMHAnDX soos 1,700,000 pesetas. At the same time 
about 2,000,000 pesetas of S3 funds were put in subject's custody. 

From the end of the war until recently subject made monthly payments 
to some (not many)widow8 of Canaan soldiers in Spain. He recently stopped thasa 
payments to the wldoHS, although source believes he could not have used up 
imre than % of these funds. Rhen there was some adverse cossaent about std>Ject'8 
failnre to continue the payments, he resumed some of the payments and souice 
believes be is making the pajments at the present tlms. 

Sonroe stated that the above sums are really "small potatoes"; that 
the Cenoan underground in. Spain has hundreds of rail lions of pesetas which is 
not being used at the moment, some of It in the form of Jewels. 

9. Source states subject tries to give people the impression that he 

needs monay. He is non negotiating for a loan from the govemaant branch (el 
ayndicato) which eupsrvlses the Spanish film industry. He is asking for a 
loan of thi^ million pesetas. Source believes sijbje^ Is doing this in an 
attentat to cover up his true financial status. He has sent large amounts of 
money to Argentina. According to subject's friends, he has two or three 
business enterprises in the Argentine, Sscently ho conplalned that one of 
his enterprises In the Argentine was costing him money Ics teal of making money. 

Subject’s secretary, lira. Bchsaffer, baa mads two trips to Bwltaerland 
In the laet two years. She also made one trip to Portugal and another to 
Argentina. Sou«a believes she assisted in moving some of fiiUSiHAHDT's money 
from Switzerland to /irgentina, , Ure, Schoaffer travels with a Spardsh passport.

Source stabea that BJtvliAnOT has a good contact in Argentina in the 
person of the Spanish Aobassodor He states that AilbILZA was bribed 

several tines by BLid3iua)T during tbe war, when .Ai tKn .S A held a high f<oat In 
the Spanish Foreign Office, one favor he did for BKHiKAHDT was to oonvinoe 
Spani^ frontier authorities that they should "look the other way" vihon Qeraan 
supply trucks arrived at the dpanlsl»-"ronoJi border. -VHEILZA was paid 500,000 
peaetaa for each of his favora for Hilu'Clbaa)?, 

10. BERMH/JIOT choaa a Spanish nancgor and director Jbr his Xila oaapany, 

sazltarl *^ since it waa cot advantageous to operate la his own 

naiaa. The laanagsr is a former Gobernador Civil of Salamanca. BERl^UBDT hired 
two Qetoan. mployees to work with tha Spanish nanagor in tha beliaf that their 
nationality and friendship would naturally nal:B thoa loyal to him (Bernhardt) 
and they could bo depended on to report to tila any irregularities in the 
procedures of bis Spanish manager. One of tha Geroan employees was Clara Z£PP, 
fqruer secretary to ia03I<3, BiiasHiViaJT'o rlghthand .jan in Oostapo affairs, and 
the other 'nas Adolf arHR, fonhor Sofindua omployea. 

BfJCJHAKBT racantly dlsaalasod eight esjployees from Sagitailo W1ry« 
and pine Arts, and all eight have filed suit against the co/3?snlas. Asnng 
the eight were the two German employeea mentioned above. BaiIiHA»3)T personaUy 
called the two Oer.ions by telephone and attesipted to persuade them to oaU bn 
him to talk the matter over, and offered to pay thee, indcsanisation, which ha 
had at first refueed. He later oent his eecretary, )irs. Enrique Schaeffer, to 
persueule them from taking action, but they stood firm. Source states the two 
■were fired when BEfif5i,U!DT began to suspect ttat they were moro loyal to the 
Spanish manager tlian they were to BEKJKAHDT, This siattar was to be eettled 
at the saaalon of the Special Court for Labor Affaire on 7 October 1948. 

The Spanish manager of the film company, Tiho is an old time Falangista, 
is trying to persuade the Spanish goveromont to take action a?oinst BEWdiABDT, 
baaed cm the belief that BBRHHAHDT has been giving Information to the British 
concerning relations of high Spaninh officials with the Sazis during the war. 

In ttilB regard the Spanish manager has contacted Spanish Hinister CIROH and 
also the seorotaiy to the .Minister of Justice, Fernando or Francisco CCTSSTA. 
Source otateo that an official of the Spasiish ssciv*. police, one LASCAHQ, who 
lives on Serrano, is invostigatlog tlils matter. LASOASO is convinced of 
BHldiHAHDT's guilt, but will, pot take shy steps until he has absolute proof. 

11. Source otated that BiHiiKAfiOT was on very frlotdly terms with 
tittllla.-tt liilton of the 3ritlah inbasay. The latter spent several afternoons 
in BlKi':iUJtDr's office having tea and talking for several hours at a time.
